The finality of paper number 12 is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following Is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claim 1 1 Is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 1,796,760 to Norqulst et al. 

Regarding claim 1 1 , Norqulst discloses a retractable screen mounted to a 
window. The retractable screen is accommodated by a housing (fig. 1: 3), contains an 
end member at a free end (fig. 1 : 6), and has engaging means (fig. 1 : 7) at opposite 
ends of the end member. 

Claim 12 Is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 2,221 ,005 to Reese. 

Regarding claim 12, Reese discloses a window assembly having a rectangular 
glazing (fig. 1:12) held In a window frame. The window frame having a top member 
(fig. 1 : 1 1 ), two side members (fig. 2: B and opposite side of B), and a bottom member 
(fig. 2: above component 1 3). Reese also discloses the frame member as having an "L" 
shaped cross secfion (fig. 2: B) wherein the "L" shape has a first profile wall which 



states. 
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engages the glazing (fig. 2: where B points) and a second profile wall (fig. 2: below 
number 28) which has an external recess and is perpendicular to the first profile wall. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The cited patents listed on the included form PTO-892 further show the state of 
the art with respect to window frames and screens in general.
